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Nuclear Reactor

GENEVA (UP) — The 
Cali- 


ornia scientist who Unlocked the 
secret of the ' hydrogen 
bomb 


warned the world today of a new 
danger — the dread 
"runaway* 


iiuclcar reactor that could be
